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To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  citizens 
of  Canton : — 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  my  work  in  the  district,  ter- 
minated but  a  short  time  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
in  town  affairs,  it  seemed  best  for  me  to  report  the  work 
of  the  schools  and  the  financial  standing,  I  therefore  submit 
the  following  statement : 

The  taxpayers  of  the  town  met  in  a  most  generous 
spirit,  the  request  of  the  committee  for  an  appropriation 
to  finish  and  equip  an  additional  room.  That  work  was 
done  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  at  a  cost  but  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  estimate  of  your  committee.  The  result  is  a 
room  of  which  the  town  has  a  reason  to  be  proud.  Some 
rurther  repairs  were  made  including  the  shingling  of  the 
Gilbertville  house  and  refitting  the  intermediate  room  with 
desks.  The  fire  box  of  the  boiler  was  very  small  and  the 
grate  so  arranged  that  the  fire  could  not  be  handled  with- 
out difficulty  and  waste  of  fuel.  The  fire  box  has  been 
enlarged  to  nearly  double  the  former  area  and  a  modern 
grate  installed. 

In  accordance  with  the  wish  of  many,  a  ninth  grade  was 
added  to  the  common  school  course.  The  subjects  studied 
have  been  for  the  most  part  reviews  of  the  earlier  work  of 
the  grades. 

The  increase  in  the  teaching  force  and  in  the  length 
of  the  school  course,  has  had  some  manifest  results.  Though 
far  too  early  either  to  praise  unduly,  or  to  criticise  severely, 
I  have  noticed  in  particular,  the  increased  length  of  reci- 
tation periods,  permitting  more  general  and  individual  help, 
the  opportunity  for  the  teacher  to  bring  in  illustrative  ma- 
erial  other  than  the  text  book  itself  affords,  and  time  to 
present  properly,  the  Jesson  to  be  studied— in  a  word  to 
bring  the  class  room  work  into  line  with  methods  used 
in  the  better  school  systems  of  the  State.  I  noticed  that 
tor  a  time  the  change  in  method  arid  arrangement  of  work 
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made  it  seem  harder  for  the  pupils,  but  I  am  convinced  thai 
that  difficulty  is  being  rapidly  overcome. 

The  teachers  throughout  the  town  have  worked  hard  for 
the  success  of  their  schools,  and  on  the  whole  I  have  been 
well  satisfied  with  the  results. 

In  order  to  equalize  the  school  priviliges  of  children  of 
the  town,  by  giving  them  the  advantage  of  trained  and 
experienced  teachers  and  well  equipped  rooms,  the  schools 
at  Pine  Woods  and  Carver,  were  closed  and  the  pupils  con- 
veyed to  the  village.  For  the  purpose  of  conveying  the 
pupils,  two  wagon  bodies  with  covered  tops  were  built. 
These  are  substantial  and  well  built  and  should  last  a  long 
time  "with  reasonable  care.  They  have  served  the  purpose 
admirably.  Almost  no  criticism  or  objection  has  come  to 
me  relative  to  the  means  of  conveyance  or  the  work  of  the 
pupil?  in  school.  I  know  by  comparison,  that  the  condi- 
tions which  the  pupils  have  been  under  this  year  have  been 
far  more  favorable  to  educational  progress  than  they  were 
hitherto. 

The  High  School  demands  your  consideration.  The 
school  is  placed  under  the  new  law  in  "class  B. "  This 
means  that  the  school  does  a  standard  grade  of  work  for 
two  ?.ears:  that  after  the  second  year  the  town  must  pay 
the  tuition  of  students  who  attend  an  improved  school  of 
"class  A."*  I  believe  that  this  is  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment for  the  town,  as  it  receives  from  the  State  two-thirds 
the  amount  actually  expended,  up  to  $500.  What  I  wish 
to  call  attention  to  is  the  small  number  of  young  men  and 
women  who  are  availing  themselves  of  the  privilege  of- 
fered by  the  high  school.  Parents  are  certainly  not  awake  to 
the  best  interests  of  their  sons  and  daughters  if  they  allow 
them  to  lose  the  training  afforded  by  even  two  years  of 
high  school  work.  Children's  whims  and  fancies  should 
not  turn  parents  aside  from  insisting  that  their  education 
be  obtained  at  all  cost.  For  this  is  an  age  of  educated  and 
trained  men  and  women.    The  higher  or  more  specialized 
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the  training,  the  greater  the  opportunity.  Parents  should 
think  soberly,  before  allowing  a  boy  or  girl  to  leave  the 
high  school  course  unfinished. 

The  financial  matters  need  a  word  of  explanation.  As 
already  noted,  there  is  a  slight  overdraft  in  the  new  room 
account.  The  few  who  have  taken  pains  to  see  the  room 
have  expressed  themselves  well  pleased  with  the  work  of 
your  committee.  An  overdraft  appears  in  the  repair  ac- 
count. This  was  due,  perhaps,  to  the  change  in  the  fur- 
nace which  cost  somewhat  more  than  the  committee  an- 
ticipated. I  found  it  necessary  to  replace  a  number  of  old 
text  books,  as  well  as  furnish  others  for  the  ninth  grade. 
This  has  left  but  a  small  balance.  The  schools  are  still  in 
need  of  much  in  the  way  of  supplementary  material. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
cordial  attitude  of  the  citizens  of  Canton  toward  my  work 
in  your  schools.  I  have  found  you  responsive  to  the  best 
and  generous  towards  your  schools,  and  I  trust  that  my  suc- 
cessor will  meet  the  same  hearty  co-operation  that  has  been 
my  privilege  to  enjoy.

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  citizens 
of  Canton  ■ — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report,  cover- 
ing the  work  of  your  schools  since  July  1910,  and  making 
a  few  recommendations  for  the  coming  year. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  the  majority  of 
our  teachers  of  last  year.  Our  new  ones  are  Miss  Marjorie 
Plant  at  Gilbertville,  Miss  Lily  Price  at  the  village  grammar 
room,  and  Mr.  F.  E.  Southard  at  the  high  school.  They  are 
doing  uniformly  good  work. 

The  change  from  a  four  to  a  two  year  course  at  the 
high  school  has  necessitated  a  partial  readjustment  of  the 
studies  there.  In  making  this  adjustment  the  aim  has  been 
to  emphasize  those  branches  that  promise  most  for  the  de- 
velopment of  useful  manhood,  at  the  same  time  having  in 
mind  the  desirability  of  shaping  a  two-year  course  so  that 
a  graduate  from  this  school  may  enter  the  third  year  class 
of  any  standard  secondary  school.  . 

There  is  a  good  sized  freshman  class  and  it  is  earnestly 
to  be  hoped  that  every  member  will  continue  his  work  next 
year,  and  that  a  fair  sized  entering  class  will  bring  up  the 
attendance  to  a  higher  level.  Let  me  urge  the  parents  not 
to  make  the  grevious  mistake,  almost  invariably  regretted 
when  too  late,  of  taking  boys  and  girls  out  of  school  just 
as  they  are  beginning  to  realize  the  advantages  of  a  fairly 
adequate  education. 

Effort  has  been  made  throughout  the  year,  further  to 
interest  the  community  in  its  schools.  Parents  have  been 
given  individual  invitations  to  visit  the  classes;  interesting 
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programs  appropriate  to  special  days  like  Longfellow's 
birthday,  have  been  presented ;  and  a  struggle  made  against 
the  weather  to  hold  citizen-school  meetings. 

A  School  Improvement  League  has  been  formed  in  the. 
village  intermediate  room  and,  even  so  soon,  has  done  good 
work. 

Measles,  whooping  cough  and  other  illnesses  have  de- 
layed the  work  in  some  cases,  but  the  lost  time  has  been,  or 
will  be,  cheerfully  made-  up. 

The  need  of  a  printed  course  of  study  has  become  very 
apparent.  To  work  out  an  up-to-date  course,  suited 
to  local  needs  and  possibilities,  requires  time,  but  good 
progress  has  been  made  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  at  least, 
a  type-written  course  is  assured. 

Adjustable  seats  should  gradually  replace  the  old  ones 
I  his  is  \  o  make  near-sightedness,  rounded  shoulders  and 
crooked  spines  less  of  a  menace  to  our  children. 

I  feel  that  the  parents  of  our  school  children  are  not 
sufficiently  awake  to  the  importance  of  regular  attendance 
on  the  part  of  their  children,  and  I  hold  the  parent  much 
more  accountable  for  an  unexcused  absence  of  his  child 
from  school,  that  I  do  the  eight  or  ten  year  old  youngster. 

The  attendance  is  far  from  being  what  it  ought,  and 
this  in  spite  of  exhortation  and  the  use  of  the  truant  of- 
ficer. Looked  at  from  its  business  standpoint,  this  means 
poor  returns.  It  costs  as  much  to  maintain  a  school  where 
the  attendance  is,  say,  85  per  cent,  of  what  it  ought  to  be 
as  it  does  where  there  is  a  full  attendance,  and  yet  only 
eighty  five  one  hundredths  of  the  rightful  returns  can  be 
obtained. 

Further,  a  day's  absence  means  to  the  pupil  not  only 
the  loss  of  that  day  but  a  noticeable  loss  in  the  next  day's 
work  as  well,  because  he  comes  to  that  without  suitable 
preparation. 

Still  further,  absence  from  school  is  contagious,  and 
where  first  one  and  then  another  is  out,  the  teacher  is 
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very  much  handicapped  in  making  progress. 

For  the  sake  of  the  individual  child,  therefore,  and  for 
the  school  as  a  whole,  it  is  most  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that 
every  pupil  will  be  at  his  desk  every  day  unless  absolutely 
unable  to  do  so. 

In  closing  permit  me  to  recommend  the  following  appro- 
priations for  the  coming  year:  common  schools,  $1,000, 
text  books  and  supplies,  $250,  repairs  and  insurance, 
$275,  high  school,  $250.
